REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a catalyst powder or an exhaust gas 
purifying catalyst comprising a catalyst powder comprising a porous carrier, a noble metal 
particle which is partially buried in the porous carrier and carried in a state of being held by the 
carrier, the noble metal particle having a mean particle diameter of 1 to 10 nm ; and a transition 
metal particle in contact with both of the noble metal particle and the porous carrier as recited in 
claims 1 and 14. The requirement of the catalyst in the form of a powder and in combination 
with the noble metal particle having a mean particle diameter of 1 to 10 nm appears to 
distinguish over the art of record. 

There is no motivation to combine the teachings of the prior art references together. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
